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A  NEW  HENRY  I  PENNY  OF  BRISTOL 


Seaby’s  have  recently  acquired  an  unpublished  type  XII  penny  of  Henry  I 
of  the  mint  of  Bristol.  The  coin  was  found  by  Mr.  Bob  'Taylor  when  he  stopped 
his  car  at  a  layby  near  Ilchester:  it  was  glinting  on  the  surface  of  the  ground.  On 
showing  the  coin  to  a  West  Country  ‘expert’,  Mr.  Taylor  was  told  that  the 
piece  was  “probably  an  electro-plated  forgery” ! 

The  type  was  previously  unknown  for  Bristol,  but  coins  of  the  moncyer 
Edric(spelt  ETRiconthis  penny)  are  recorded  of  types  X,XIII  and  XIV.  Two, and 
sometimes  three  moneyers  appear  to  have  been  operating  at  Bristol  during  this 
reign.  'The  inscriptions  on  the  new  penny  are : 

Obv hENRicvs:  Rev.  -  etric:on:brist: 
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As  is  usual  with  Henry  I  pennies  of  this  period  the  coin  was  officially 
mutilated  after  minting  by  having  the  edge  snicked  (this  can  be  clearly  seen  at 
the  end  of  the  moneyer’s  name).  The  condition  of  the  com  is  excellent, 
especially  the  portrait,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  decoration  of  the 
crown  and  the  collar  of  the  king’s  cloak  is  punched  in  with  annulets  instead  of  the 
more  usual  pellets.  The  coin  weighs  21  grains. 

JOHN  HOWARD:  REFORMER

It  should  not  be  too  difficult  for  us  in  this  twentieth  century,  conditioned  as  we 
are  by  the  memory  of  Dachau  and  Buchenwald,  to  appreciate  the  condition  of  the 
prisons  of  the  eighteenth  century  which  were  a  disgrace  to  humanity.  The  prisoners 
were  completely  at  the  mercy  of  the  jailers  who  would  rob  and  sometimes  murder 
their  victims.  The  necessaries  of  life  were  only  to  be  obtained  by  those  who  could 
afford  to  pay  for  them,  and  those  unable  to  do  so  had  to  suffer  in  the  most  horrible 
conditions,  not  even  being  permitted  to  have  a  little  straw  to  keep  them  from  the 
concrete  floor  of  the  cell.  The  sanitary  arrangements  were  almost  nil  and  there  was  no 
treatment  for  the  sick.  Gaol-fever  raged  unchecked  so  that  the  expression  “to  rot  in 
jail”  had  a  literal  significance.  In  all  probability  ninety-nine  out  of  every  hundred  of 
the  people  were  quite  unaware  of  what  went  on  in  the  prisons  until  the  subject  of  this 
article  published  his  great  work  “The  State  of  Prisons  in  England  and  Wales”  in  1777, 
which  was  to  make  him  famous  for  all  time  as  the  Apostle  of  Prison  Reform. 

John  Howard  was  born  in  London  in  1726,  the  son  of  a  partner  in  a  carpet 
(business  who  died  in  1742  and  left  his  son  a  handsome  fortune.  He  took  lodgings  in 
Stoke  Newington, became  ill  and  was  nursedbyhis landlady, one  Mrs.  Loidore,a  widow 
more  than  twice  his  age.  He  felt  that  he  owed  her  his  life  and  was  constrained  to  marry 
her  on  his  recovery,  an  act  he  never  regretted.  This  was  in  1752  and  three  years  later 
she  died  and  Howard  set  out  on  the  first  of  his  European  journeys.  France  and  Eng¬ 
land  were  at  war  and  the  ship  in  which  he  sailed  was  captured  by  a  French  privateer 
and  with  the  other  passengers  he  was  taken  to  France  where  he  was  initiated  into  the 
horrors  of  prison  life.  This  experience  no  doubt  led  him  to  champion  the  cause  of 
prisoners  everywhere  and  this  became  the  mission  of  his  life. 

In  1758  he  married  again  and  settled  at  Cardington,  three  miles  from  Bedford. 
He  was  appointed  High  Sheriff  of  Bedfordshire  and  then  began  his  fearless  exposure 
of  the  frightful  conditions  existing  in  jails.  In  1774  he  was  cited  to  appear  before  the 
House  of  Commons  to  give  evidence  on  his  observations  and  was  warmly  thanked  by 
the  Speaker  for  his  love  of  humanity  which  had  led  him  to  expose  the  evils  of  our

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French  influence  on  the  history  of  the  Royal  Mint  has  undoubtedly  been 
considerable.  We  can  think  at  once  of  the  contribution  of  Mestrell,  Briot  and 
Blondeau  to  the  mechanisation  of  minting  processes  in  London.  More  recently 
we  can  instance  the  co-operation  of  the  Royal  Mint  and  the  Paris  Mint  on 
foreign  coinage  contracts  in  the  period  between  the  First  and  Second  World 
Wars;  the  assistance  of  the  Paris  Mint  in  the  production  by  the  Royal  Mint  of 
master  tools  for  the  Canadian  coinage  in  1937;  the  employment  by  the  Royal 
Mint  of  French  artists  like  Lavrillier;  and  the  minting  in  London  of  large 
quantities  of  French  West  African  coins  towards  the  end  of  the  Second  World 
War.  But  the  most  curious  episode  is  surely  the  striking  by  the  Royal  Mint  of 
French  20  franc  pieces  in  1815.  Though  not  secret,  it  was  an  operation  that 
appears  to  have  been  unknown  to  numismatists  until  an  excellent  account  was 
published  by  M.  Paul  Bordeaux  in  1901  and  what  follows  inevitably  draws 
heavily  on  M.  Bordeaux’s  article. 

Following  Napoleon’s  return  from  Elba,  Louis  XVIII  fled  from  Paris  to 
Ghent,  arriving  there  on  30  March,  1815.  What  money  he  had  been  able  to 
take  with  him  was  very  quickly  spent  and  his  financial  difficulties  soon  led  to 
discussions  being  opened  with  the  British  Government.  The  history  of  these 
negotiations  is  obscure  but  at  some  stage  Louis  XVIII  apparently  gave  his 
consent,  conveyed  by  the  French  Ambassador  in  London,  to  the  striking  of  20 
franc  pieces  by  the  Royal  Mint  provided  they  were  of  due  weight  and  fineness. 
Whether  it  was  clearly  understood  by  both  parties  to  the  discussions  that  the 
coins  would  not  be  put  at  the  disposal  of  Louis  XVIII  but  were  to  be  used  by 
Wellington’s  army  is  not  apparent  but  the  indications  are  that  this  was  the  pur¬ 
pose  to  which  the  coins  were  actually  put. 

For  instance  William  Wellesley  Pole,  Master  of  the  Mint  and  one  of  those 
involved  in  the  negotiations  from  a  very  early  stage,  explained  to  the  House  of 
Commons  some  months  later  that  the  object  of  coining  Louis  d’Or  was  for  the 
convenience  of  transmitting  for  the  pay  of  the  army  when  it  first  entered  France 
a  coin  which  would  pass  current  in  that  country.  Quite  explicit,  too,  is  the  letter 
of  11  May  1815  which  the  Commissary  in  Chief  addressed  to  Pole,  stating  that 
the  coins  were  required  “for  the  greater  facility  of  paying  the  British  Troops 
under  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Wellington”.  Similarly  Richelieu’s  letter  of  6 
December  1815  to  the  British  Ambassador  in  Paris  indicates  that  the  intention 
was  to  pay  the  British  army  in  coin  that  would  not  give  rise  to  difficulties 
between  the  soldiers  and  the  local  population.  By  one  account  the  suggestion 
came  from  Nathan  Rothschild,  who  had  evidently  found  it  impossible  to  obtain 
French  coins  for  the  Commissariat  by  any  other  means. 

Early  in  April,  that  is  within  days  of  Napoleon’s  return,  the  Royal  Mint 
resumed  the  coinage  of  Hanoverian  five  thaler  pieces  in  gold  for  the  Commissary 
in  Chief.  It  was  not  until  10  May  1815  that  the  Master  of  the  Mint  received 
formal  instructions  from  the  Treasury  to  coin  into  Louis  d’Or  all  such  gold  as 
might  be  delivered  to  the  Mint  for  that  purpose  by  the  Commissary  in  Chief. 
Thereafter  events  moved  swiftly.  On  11  May  the  Commissary  in  Chief  re¬ 
quested  the  preparation  of  dies  and  on  23  May  the  first  gold  ingots  to  be  turned 
into  Louis  d’Or  were  received  from  the  Commissary  in  Chief.  On  24  May  the 
Moneyers  made  their  final  delivery  of  Hanoverian  gold  coins  and  on  27  May  the 
Master  and  the  Deputy  Master  were  able  to  discuss  the  die  or  perhaps  trial 
pieces  at  Sir  Joseph  Banks’s  house.  On  1  June  the  Master  issued  instructions  for 
the  regulation  of  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins  and  on  7  June  the  Money¬ 
ers  made  their  first  delivery  of  French  coin.  By  the  end  of  the  month  nearly 
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500,000  had  been  struck  and  by  early  July  the  Royal  Mint  Louis  were  in  circu¬ 
lation  in  Paris,  presumably  having  arrived  in  Wellington’s  baggage  tram. 

The  coins  bear  on  the  obverse  the  effigy  of  Louis  XVIII  with  the  inscription 
louis  xvm  roi  de  France  and  on  the  reverse  the  Arms  of  France,  with  the 
inscription  piece  de  20  francs  and  the  date  1815,  while  the  edge  bears  the 
inscription  domine  salvum  fac  regem.  The  Mint,  and  in  particular  the 
engraver  Thomas  Wyon  junior,  was  evidently  guided  by  pieces  of  1815  which 
the  Master  had  obtained  from  the  Paris  Mint.  But  the  Royal  Mint  Louis  differ 
from  these  others  in  the  absence  of  the  engraver  Tiolier’s  name  from  beneath 
the  bust  and  in  the  presence  of  a  fleur  de  lys  to  the  left  of  the  date  and  the  letter 
R  to  the  right  instead  of  the  Paris  mintmarks.  Why  these  particular  symbols 
were  chosen  is  not  recorded  but  it  is  clear  that  the  matter  received  careful 
consideration.  On  27  May  Pole  wrote  to  the  Deputy  Master  that  “I  find  that  it 
will  be  considered  by  some  of  our  high  authorities  as  a  forgery  if  we  put  the 
Paris  Mark  on  the  Louis’s”.  And  a  year  later,  in  reply  to  an  accusation  of 
counterfeiting,  Pole  was  able  to  tell  the  House  of  Commons  that  the  private 
mark  of  France  had  not  been  put  on  them,  but  “a  mark  and  symbol  of  our  own”. 

Because  of  these  differences,  the  circulation  of  the  Royal  Mint  Louis  was 
soon  discovered  by  the  French  authorities,  who  appeared  to  have  had  no  warn¬ 
ing  of  their  existence.  On  29  July  the  Director  of  the  Bank  of  France  drew  the 
attention  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  the  coins  and  in  August  the  Director  of 
the  Paris  Mint  reported  to  the  Minister  that  the  pieces  were  correct  in  weight 
and  that  their  composition  was  within  the  tolerance  specified  by  French  law. 
But  he  added  flatly  that  their  manufacture  was  illegal. 

Meanwhile,  however,  minting  continued  in  London.  The  Moneyers  made 
further  deliveries  in  July,  August,  September  and  October,  amounting  with  the 
June  deliveries  to  15,055  lbs  11  ozs  13  dwt  2  grains  in  weight.  M.  Bordeaux 
makes  this  871,000  pieces  but  his  figure  is  an  approximation  and  871,581,  the 
figure  which  appears  in  the  earliest  Museum  Accessions  Book  and  which  looks 
to  be  the  tale  figure,  seems  preferable.  It  is  interesting  that  on  23  August  the 
numbered  sequence  of  deliveries  of  ingots  begins  again  at  No.  1  and  that  on  1 
September  the  corresponding  deliveries  of  coin  begin  again  at  No.  1,  but  the 
only  explanation  seems  to  be  the  somewhat  cryptic  “for  Russian  Account”.  The 
Mint  account  with  the  Commissary  in  Chief  was  finally  settled  on  6  November 
1815. 

Throughout  the  autumn  the  Louis  apparently  continued  to  be  sent  into 
France  by  way  of  Calais.  By  now  the  coins  were  in  circulation  in  departments 
outside  Paris  and  assays  were  reported  to  be  consistently  showing  a  fineness  of 
less  than  900,  and  sometimes  as  low  as  898.  In  November  1815  a  consignment 
was  seized  by  the  Customs  at  Calais,  who  referred  for  a  ruling  to  Paris.  In  the 
changed  circumstances  of  November  1815,  following  the  signing  of  the  Peace 
Treaty,  the  Director  of  the  Paris  Mint  urged  an  end  to  the  introduction  of  these 
pieces  and  pressed  for  the  recall  and  re-melting  of  those  already  in  circulation. 
This  growing  uneasiness  saw  the  issue  on  7  December  of  a  decree  allowing  the 
public  two  months  in  which  to  surrender  the  British-made  coins  to  the  French 
Mints,  who  were  to  pay  for  them  at  the  rate  of  898.  The  British  Ambassador 
assured  the  French  Government  that  no  coins  had  been  minted  in  London 
since  the  signing  of  the  Peace  Treaty  but  his  efforts  to  get  the  decree  withdrawn 
were  apparently  without  success,  though  he  was  able  to  secure  the  release  of  the 
cases  of  coin  seized  at  Calais.  The  Dutch  Government  followed  the  example  of 
the  French  and  announced  that  the  British-made  Louis  would  not  be  accepted 
by  public  officials. 
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The  slur  on  British  workmanship  implied  by  the  rating  of  898  must  have 
given  particular  offence  in  London.  It  was  true  that  there  had  been  difficulty 
because  unlike  the  French  the  Royal  Mint  assayers  used  the  carat/carat  grain 
system  of  measuring  fineness  in  which  900  had  no  exact  equivalent.  It  was  true 
also  that  the  Mint  officers  had  found  that  “the  calculations  on  the  French 
Standard  are  tedious  and  demand  very  particular  attention”.  But  these  difficul¬ 
ties  had  been  allowed  for  and,  moreover,  it  was  well  known  that  the  Assayer  at 
the  Faris  Mint  had  privately  expressed  to  his  counterpart  in  London  his  admira¬ 
tion  for  the  accuracy  with  which  the  pieces  had  been  made.  Thus  the  Master  of 
the  Mint  could  confidently  suggest  on  9  December  that  the  coins  be  submitted 
to  a  Trial  of  the  Pyx  in  the  presence  of  the  French  Ambassador  or  his  repre¬ 
sentative.  This  Trial  was  held  on  25  January  1816,  the  French  Ambassador 
bringing  with  him  some  20  franc  pieces  struck  in  Paris.  These  were  compared 
by  the  jury  with  those  struck  by  the  Royal  Mint  and  the  English  pieces  were 
declared  to  be  of  exactly  the  same  weight  and  fineness  as  those  struck  in  France. 

But  even  then  the  dispute  was  not  dead.  Echoes  of  it  were  heard  in  the 
House  of  Commons  in  April  1816,  when  one  member  cited  the  striking  of  French 
Louis  as  evidence  of  the  incompetence  of  the  Mint  officers.  In  May  the  Master 
of  the  Mint  assured  the  House  that  the  coinage  had  been  undertaken  with  the 
authority  of  Louis  XVIII  and,  offering  a  handful  of  French  and  English  made 
Louis,  defied  members  to  distinguish  one  from  the  other. 

As  for  the  coins  themselves,  when  the  French  decided  to  remove  them  from 
circulation,  the  English  Commissary  in  Chief  apparently  suggested  that  they 
might  be  used  to  pay  part  of  the  French  indemnity,  returned  to  England  and  an 
undertaking  given  that  they  would  not  be  exported  to  the  Continent  again  in 
that  form.  There  is  evidence  that  this  is  what  happened.  On  16  January  the 
Commissary  in  Chief  wrote  to  the  Mint  for  a  few  “measures”  for  ascertaining 
the  proper  size  of  the  French  Louis  coined  in  London,  so  that  his  officers  |in 
Paris  could  “discover  any  attempt  to  pay  over  Counterfeits  to  the  Military  Chest 
there”.  And  M.  Bordeaux  found  a  letter  of  February  1816  in  the  archives  of  the 
French  Mint  which  indicated  even  more  clearly  that  the  Louis  were  used  to 
pay  part  of  the  indemnity.  There  seems  no  record,  however,  of  the  exact  number 
which  were  returned  to  England  and  the  Royal  Mint  records  have  so  far 
revealed  no  mention  of  consignments  of  these  pieces  being  received  by  the  Mint 
for  melting  down. 

It  may  well  be  that  a  high  proportion  of  the  coins  quickly  found  their  way 
into  the  melting  pot  and  certainly  the  Mint  itself  has  scanty  material  record  of 
the  coinage.  Of  the  two  pieces  set  aside,  only  one  has  survived.  This  is  a  plain- 
edge  proof  which  differs  from  the  pieces  that  were  issued  in  not  having  an  edge 
inscription,  in  the  absence  by  the  date  of  the  fieur  de  lys  and  the  letter  R,  and 
also  in  its  composition,  which  is  appreciably  better  than  the  900  specified  by 
French  law.  Most  likely  it  is  a  restrike,  made  perhaps  in  1816.  Of  the  ninety  or 
so  master  tools  and  dies  used  in  the  coinage,  only  one  pair  of  matrices,  one  pair 
of  punches  and  one  pair  of  dies  were  retained.  These  have  survived  and  it  is 
notable  that  all  three  reverse  tools  lack  the  fieur  de  lys  and  the  R,  suggesting  that 
the  late  decision  to  include  these  features  meant  that  they  had  had  to  be 
punched  in  by  hand  on  each  individual  die.  In  addition  to  these  six  tools  two 
edge-lettering  rollers  have  also  survived. 

The  history  of  these  Louis  d’Or  in  many  ways  remains  curious  and  further 
information  is  required  on  a  number  of  aspects  but  hopefully  enough  is  now 
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known  to  lay  to  rest  any  lingering  doubts  about  the  probity  of  the  Royal  Mint 
in  striking  French  gold  coins  in  1815.

prison  system.  Several  acts  were  passed,  one  of  which  set  out  regulations  as  to  sanita¬ 
tion,  medical  advice  and  clothing  for  prisoners,  while  another  made  the  wages  of 
jailers  a  charge  on  the  county  rates  instead  of  fees  extorted  from  the  prisoners.  In  1778 
he  was  again  examined  before  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  which  had  been 
appointed  to  enquire  into  the  hulk  system  and  Howard  went  round  the  seaports, 
including  visits  to  foreign  ports,  to  collect  information. 

In  1780  he  published  an  appendix  to  his  work  on  “The  State  of  Prisons”  and  in 
1784  a  new  edition  appeared  with  considerable  additions.  Howard  continued  his  visits 
to  Europe  and  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  plague-stricken  hospitals  of 
Mediterranean  seaports.  He  visited  Rome  and  the  Pope,  Pius  VI,  requested  an  inter¬ 
view  to  which  Howard  consented  on  condition  that  all  ceremony  be  dispensed  with 
and  especially  that  of  kissing  the  foot.  This  was  granted  and  the  two  men  discussed 
subjects  dear  to  both  of  them — the  well-being  of  their  fellow  creatures.  When  Howard 
rose  to  leave,  the  Pope  put  his  hand  on  his  head  and  said,  “I  know  you  Englishmen 
care  nothing  for  these  things,  but  the  blessings  of  an  old  man  can  do  you  no  harm.” — 
a  remark  more  in  keeping  with  the  tolerant  spirit  of  the  twentieth  century. 

In  1789  Howard  went  on  a  journey  to  Russia  from  which  he  did  not  return. 
Whilst  in  Moscow  he  heard  of  the  sickness  amongst  the  troops  on  the  borders  of 
Turkey.  He  went  to  Kherson  in  the  Crimea  to  assist  the  medical  authorities  and 
caught  a  fever  from  which  he  died  on  Jan.  20,  1790.  There  is  a  medallion  to  his 
memory  outside  Wormwood  Scrubbs  prison  and  a  statue  erected  by  public  subscrip¬ 
tion  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral. 

Howard  is  well  represented  on  trade  tokens  of  the  period  and  on  those  struck  for 
general  circulation.  Thomas  Sharp,  a  trader  in  textiles  in  Portsmouth,  and  Thomas 
Chaldecott,  a  silversmith  of  Chichester,  jointly  issued  two  tokens  which  are  almost 
identical  except  that  Portsmouth  and  Chichester  appears  on  one  and  Chichester  and 
Portsmouth  on  the  other.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  these  tokens  were  manufactured 
by  different  firms,  P.  Kempson  the  former,  and  J.  G.  Hancock  the  latter.  In  all 
probability  the  issuers  redeemed  each  other’s  tokens. 

Henry  Hickman,  a  sheet  metal  dealer  of  Birmingham,  issued  two  tokens.  On  the 
obverse  appears  the  bust  of  Howard  with  the  name  John  Howard  F.R.S.  On  the 
reverse  appears  the  cypher  H.H.  with  the  date  1792  and  Promissory  Halfpenny 
Birmingham.  The  other  token  is  very  similar  but  has  the  legend  Westminster  Half¬ 
penny  1792.  These  tokens  are  fairly  common  as  is  the  non-local  issue  with  the  usual 
obverse  and  a  reverse  depicting  a  seated  female  and  a  child  holding  a  large  key  running 
towards  a  prison,  and  the  legend  Remember  the  debtors  in  goal.  This  spelling  of 
gaol  was  apparently  used  in  the  eighteenth  century. 

Another  token  was  struck  for  sale  to  collectors  and  is  rare.  On  the  obverse  is  the 
usual  bust  and  on  the  reverse,  a  female  figure  standing  before  a  bale  and  the  legend 
Liberty  and  Commerce.  The  date  1794  is  in  the  exergue.  There  is  also  a  rare  medallet 
manufactured  by  W.  Mainwaring  with  a  Latin  inscription  on  the  reverse:  Haud  Ui  it 
Mortalium  Summa  Erga  Humanum  Genus  Benevolentia  Secundus.  In  the  exergue 
Ob.  Jan.  20.  1792. ^t.  63. 
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CITY  OF  SOUTHAMPTON  SILVER  JUBILEE 

MEDAL 


In  1887  and  1897  numerous  towns  and  cities  in  Britain  issued  medallions  to 
commemorate  respectively  the  Gold  and  Diamond  Jubilees  of  Queen  Victoria. 
Again,  in  1935  medals  were  struck  to  mark  the  Silver  Jubilee  of  George  V, 
although  on  a  smaller  scale  than  in  Victoria’s  time.  All  these  issues  are  now 
collectors  items. 

Now  in  1977,  the  City  of  Southampton  has  produced  its  own  official  medal 
to  commemorate  the  Silver  Jubilee  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II;  to  our 
knowledge  the  only  city  in  the  U.K.  to  undertake  such  an  ambitious  project. 

The  medal  was  designed  by  D.  F.  Payne,  F.R.N.S.,  of  Nordon  Art  Company 
who,  in  the  past  seven  years,  has  designed  a  number  of  medals  including  the 
official  issues  for  the  Tutankhamun  and  Chinese  Exhibitions  at  the  British 
Museum  and  the  Royal  Academy. 

Obverse:  A  new  medallic  portrait  of  H.M.  the  Queen  by  sculptor  Raphael 
Maklouf.  The  legend  silver  jubilee  1952-77  and  the  Royal  Cypher  complete 
the  design. 

Reverse:  The  Bargate,  the  medieval  northern  gateway  to  the  old  walled  town  of 
Southampton  and  its  main  entrance.  In  the  medal  surround  is  the  legend 
SOUTHAMPTON  SALUTES  THE  SILVER  JUBILEE  OF  H.M.  QUEEN  ELIZABETH  II  and 
separating  the  legend  is  the  shield  from  the  Southampton  Coat  of  Arms.

There  resides  in  my  own  collection  at  the  moment  a  forged  denarius  of  Septimius 
Severus  brought  back  by  a  twentieth-century  traveller  to  the  Lebanon  and  the  same 
source  had  a  highly  dubious  Greek  Imperial  bronze  bought  from  some  arab  boy  at 
one  of  the  sites.  I  myself  remember  as  a  schoolboy  doubting  the  source  of  Roman 
coins  on  sale  in  Bath  which,  even  if  it  didn't  say  so  categorically,  I  think  you  were  at 
least  meant  to  assume  were  of  local  provenance.  This  would  have  been  in  the  early 
1960’s. 

Hoard  reports  are  nothing  new  either.  In  1384  in  Brittany  a  hunting  party  pro¬ 
duced  a  find  of  “merchees  monnoie  de  Bretagne  faite  a  Rennes”  whilst  attempting 
to  dig  out  a  fox  that  had  gone  to  earth.4  In  June  1366  a  hoard  of  oboles  of  Marseilles 
was  found  and  an  entertaining  description  of  the  discovery  was  recorded  in  the 
registres  de  la  Cour  des  Comptes  de  Provence,5  but  that  is  a  story  in  itself. 

Some  nineteenth-century  hoards  can  be  reasonably  well-published  and  modern 
in  outlook.  I  only  propose  to  give  one  example,  that  of  a  hoard  of  over  4,000  coins 
found  at  Saint-Maixent  in  Poitou  and  published  by  E.  Cartier  in  the  Revue  Numis- 
matique  for  1838.  Of  course  it  would  be  easy  to  be  critical  but  the  hoard  is  itself 
interesting  for  its  variety.  It  was  found  in  the  yard  of  what  was  said  to  have  formerly 
served  as  a  residence  for  the  dukes  of  Aquitaine  and  consisted  of  three  sacks  of  coins 
in  a  pot.  Although  weights  are  not  given,  and  illustrations  are  minimal,  the  discussion 
of  individual  types  is  useful.  Monsieur  Cartier  was  one  of  the  founding  directors  of 
the  Revue  Numismatique  (which  first  appeared  in  1836)  and  a  numismatist  whose 
work  is  still  of  value.  He  displays  a  modern  approach  to  his  hoard  when  commentng 
that  it  would  have  been  useful  to  know  how  the  contents  of  the  hoard  were  divided 
between  the  three  sacks  and  furthermore  the  order  in  which  the  piles  of  coins  were 
packed.  The  reported  contents  were  2,503  royal  French  coins  from  Louis  VI  to 
Philippe  IV  and  1,648  seignorial  coins  including  a  remarkably  wide  range  of  types 
amongst  which  were  Anglo-Gallic  coins,  imitation  sterlings,  and  six  pennies  of 
Alexander  III  of  Scotland,  as  well  as  many  French  types.  The  hoard  was  dated  to 
the  end  of  the  reign  of  Philippe  IV  or,  at  the  latest,  1322  in  other  words  not  long 
after  the  ordonnance  of  1315. 

The  criteria  used  by  discerning  collectors  when  choosing  additions  to  their 
collections  have  not  changed  although  fashions  have  and  we  now  pursue  medieval 
and  modern  coins  as  avidly  as  we  do  those  of  the  ancients.  To  illustrate  the  point  I 
turn  yet  again  to  the  pages  of  the  Revue  Numismatique,  this  time  the  proceedings 
reported  in  the  1903  volume.6  Another  familiar  name,  A.  Blanchet,  quotes  from  a 
new  book  containing  letters  and  reports,  together  with  copies  of  the  instructions 
given  to  travellers  sent  to  the  East  by  the  Kings  of  France  to  look  for  manuscripts, 
antiquities  and  coins.7  Some  accounts  were  quite  detailed  when  it  came  to  coins, 
outlining  which  Roman  emperors  to  search  for  and  which  to  ignore  and  also  similar 
criteria  applying  to  the  Greek  series. 

Instructions  of  a  more  general  nature  were  given  to  Monsieur  de  Monceaux, 
treasurer  of  France  at  Caen,  who  travelled  to  the  East  in  1667  and  was  entrusted 
with  the  task  of  collecting  objects  of  all  kinds.  The  numismatic  section  may  be 
translated  more  or  less  as  follows: 

“If  he  still  finds  antique  coins  of  the  ancient  Roman  emperors  whether  in  gold, 
silver,  or  copper,  he  will  gather  together,  if  it  please  him,  as  many  as  he  will  be  able 
to  for  His  Majesty’s  cabinet.  And,  since  these  emperors  were  masters  of  the  whole 
world,  one  finds  their  coins  everywhere,  most  of  them  having  been  in  general  use  in 
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the  same  way  as  today’s  coinage,  although  there  were  some  which  they  had  struck  to 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  famous  single  events.  There  are  four  or  five  principal 
things  to  observe  concerning  these  ancient  coins : 

1 .  That  the  biggest  are  the  most  esteemed  in  all  metals,  although  the  middle-sized 
ones  and  the  little  ones  are  not  to  be  neglected  when  they  have  notable  reverses. 

2.  That  they  must  be  struck  and  not  moulded  or  cast,  because  only  being  notable 
for  their  antiquity  and  as  serving  as  original  proof  to  some  point  of  history,  one  no 
longer  pays  any  attention  to  them  when  they  do  not  have  this  attribute  of  antiques, 
and  they  are  no  more  taken  into  consideration  than  counterfeit  and  false  documents. 

3.  The  historic  reverses  and  those  where  there  are  several  figures  are  more  esteemed 
than  those  where  there  is  only  one  figure. 

4.  Condition  is  one  of  the  most  important  matters  concerning  coins  and  they  must 
on  no  account  be  defaced  or  worn,  so  that  the  emperor's  name  with  whose  head  they 
are  stamped  is  easily  read,  as  well  as  the  legend  on  the  reverse.  Most  antiquities  have 
a  natural  patina,  which  they  have  been  given  by  the  earth  in  which  they  are  buried, 
according  to  its  different  qualities :  to  some  black,  to  others  green,  to  others  yellow, 
and  so  on  accordingly. 

5.  It  is  of  no  importance  whether  the  legend  around  the  emperor's  head  or  that 
which  is  on  the  reverse  is  in  Latin  or  Greek.  Forgeries  of  the  coins  with  a  Greek 
legend  are  less  often  met  with  than  are  those  with  Latin  legends.” 

I  do  not  think  that  this  last  paragraph  is  to  be  taken  as  evidence  for  the  existence 
of  the  “Beirut  School”  as  early  as  the  seventeenth  century(!)  but  should  rather  be 
read  as  relating  to  the  situation  prevailing  in  Western  Europe  where  forgeries  such 
as  the  “paduans”  would  be  likely  to  be  encountered. 

In  this  article  I  have  collected  together  a  number  of  items  which  I  believe  to  be 
of  interest  in  themselves  but  throughout  which  run  the  thread  of  serving  to  demon¬ 
strate  my  earlier  remark  that  problems  and  methods  in  numismatics  are  not  all 
modern.  I  will  certainly  continue  to  dip  into  the  nineteenth-century  volumes  of  the 
various  national  numismatic  journals,  as  they  contain  a  wealth  of  material.  Informa¬ 
tion  gained  by  earlier  generations  of  numismatists  and  all  but  lost  to  us  may  be  tucked 
away  in  old  footnotes  or  as  one  person  recently  found  even  on  the  coin  tickets  in  a 
Museum’s  trays.  Unlike  Poey  d’Avant  I  will  make  no  promise  as  to  what  I  might 
come  up  with  next !

Celtic  gold  stater  from  Eastwood,  Essex.  Eastwood  market  gardener  Mr.  Ted 
Clark  has  golden  memories  of  the  day  he  went  out  to  weed  his  onion  patch,  for  a  “bottle 
top”  he  saw  lying  on  top  of  the  soil  turned  out  to  be  a  2,000  year  old  gold  coin  which 
could  be  worth  £500  or  more !  Mr.  Clark,  48,  found  it  while  he  was  hoeing  the  field  in 
Eastwoodbury  Lane  with  his  son  Terry. 

He  said:  “It  looked  like  an  old  bottle  top,  but  when  I  picked  it  up  I  noticed  it  was 
like  a  coin,  and  when  I  washed  it  under  a  tap  it  looked  like  gold.”  They  took  the  coin  to  a 
museum  in  Norwich,  and  an  ecstatic  curator  identified  it  as  a  Gallo-Celtic  uniface  stater, 
dated  between  57  and  45  b.c.

Waltham  St.  Lawrence  Celtic  Treasure.  One  of  the  most  important  finds  of 
Celtic  and  Roman  coins  this  century — uncovered  on  a  farm  at  Waltham  St.  Lawrence — 
has  been  officially  declared  treasure  trove.  Various  estimates  have  valued  the  find  at 
anything  between  £50,000  and  £250,000.  The  hoard  of  58  gold  and  143  silver  coins, 
dating  back  as  far  as  50  b.c.,  was  found  by  songwriter  and  producer  Mr.  Bill  Parkinson 
while  on  holiday,  touring  in  his  caravan. 

At  a  treasure  trove  inquest  at  Maidenhead  on  Friday  it  was  decided  that  the  coins 
belonged  to  the  Crown.  They  will  be  kept  at  the  British  Museum  until  a  buyer  is  found. 

Mr.  Parkinson,  of  Waltham  Abbey,  Essex,  said  that  in  March  he  was  using  his  £160 
metal  detector  over  a  ploughed  field.  In  an  area  the  size  of  a  large  shovel,  he  uncovered 
the  coins  mixed  up  with  pieces  of  black  pottery  and  flint.  He  handed  the  coins  and  a 
small  silver  snake  head,  probably  part  of  a  bracelet,  to  the  British  Museum.  As  yet  no 
official  value  has  been  put  on  the  haul.  But  Mr.  Parkinson  and  his  wife,  Jenny,  will 
receive  the  market  value  of  the  majority  of  the  coins  and  may  be  allowed  to  keep  some 
examples. 

Dr.  John  Kent,  deputy  keeper  of  the  Coins  and  Medals  Department  at  the  British 
Museum,  said  that  one  of  the  large  gold  Roman  coins  would  have  bought  the  services  of 
an  ancient  Celtic  warrior  for  a  campaigning  season.  The  haul  probably  belonged  to  a 
wealthy  local  chieftain.  It  could  have  been  used  to  bail  him  out  of  trouble,  buy  off  the 
hostility  of  another  chieftain  or  provide  a  dowry  for  his  daughter.  During  that  time, 
wealthy  men  often  hid  their  fortunes  in  houses  or  in  the  ground  for  safe  keeping.  The 
coins  were  made  over  a  period  of  about  250  years,  from  50  B.c.  to  the  latter  half  of  the 
second  century  a.d.  He  said  there  was  a  similar  find  of  mixed  Celtic  and  Roman  coins  at 
Watlington  in  1890.  There  had  been  others  during  the  last  century  at  Selsey  and  Bognor. 
— Ataidenhead  Advertiser ,  1th  October  1977. 

Much  Wenlock  Roman  Hoard.  A  farm  worker  has  ploughed  up  a  large  chunk  of 
history  .  .  .  and  set  archaeologists  a  riddle.  For  as  tractor  driver,  Mr.  Stephen  Merrick,  32, 
prepared  a  field  at  Westwood  Farm,  Much  Wenlock,  Shropshire,  for  wheat,  he  uncovered 
more  than  1,000  bronze  Roman  coins  dating  from  the  3rd  and  4th  century  a.d. —  The 
Birmingham  Post ,  11  th  October  1977. 

Civil  War  hoard  from  Nuneaton.  Precious  coins  found  buried  in  a  Nuneaton 
field  have  been  seized  by  the  Crown  after  being  adjudged  to  be  treasure  trove. 

An  inquest  into  the  find  was  held  yesterday  when  the  North  Warwickshire  Coroner, 
Dr.  John  Brown,  took  possession  of  the  223  coins  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  after  the  seven- 
man  jury  adjudged  them  to  be  treasure  trove. 

The  farmer,  who  owrns  150  acres  to  the  north  of  Nuneaton,  said:  “The  inquest 
couldn’t  have  been  held  at  a  worse  time  for  me.  The  area  where  the  coins  were  found  is 
now  a  wheat  field  and  there  are  still  three  weeks  to  go  before  I  harvest  the  crop. 
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“After  last  year’s  drought,  it  is  a  bumper  crop,  but  it  will  all  disappear  if  word  gets 
out.  If  the  field  was  barren,  I  wouldn’t  mind  people  coming  to  dig  for  coins.” 

He  said  that  as  far  as  he  was  concerned,  it  was  unlikely  that  any  more  coins  are 
buried  on  his  land.  “We  have  scoured  a  wide  area  using  a  metal  detector  and  we  haven’t 
found  any  more  coins.  It  looks  as  though  there  was  only  one  hoard.” 

The  hoard  comprised:  31  shilling  pieces  and  53  sixpences  minted  during  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  I;  18  shilling  pieces  and  five  sixpences  of  James  I;  and  32  half  crowns,  72 
shilling  pieces  and  12  sixpences  of  Charles  I. 

None  of  the  coins  was  dated  later  than  1645  and  Dr.  Brown  said  he  had  sought 
expert  opinion  regarding  the  find.  He  said  he  had  been  told  by  Dr.  J.  Kent,  of  the 
British  Museum,  that  they  were  typical  of  hoards  concealed  during  the  Civil  War.

The  follozving  is  an  extract  from  the  Autumn  1977  issue  of  the  Journal  of 
the  Orders  and  Medals  Research  Society  where  it  appears  in  full  under 
the  heading — 


NOTICE 
A  Medal  Fraud 

By  A  Barrister 

On  20  July  1977,  at  the  Manchester  Crown  Court,  Brian  Davies  (44)  of 
Balmoral  Road,  Farnworth,  who  has  a  shop  in  Newport  Street,  Bolton,  and 
Harold  Fletcher  (53)  of  Harwood  were  each  sentenced  to  a  total  of  12  months’ 
imprisonment  for  what  Judge  William  Wickham  described  as  “a  deliberate  and 
systematic  fraud”. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  trial,  Fletcher  pleaded  guilty  to  nine  charges ;  one 
of  going  equipped  with  a  machine  and  type  for  use  in  connection  with  cheat  and 
eight  further  sample  charges  of  obtaining  money  by  deception. 

Having  pleaded  not  guilty,  Davies  was  found  guilty  by  a  jury  of  seven 
charges;  two  of  going  equipped  with  a  machine  and  type  for  use  in  connection 
with  cheat  and  five  further  sample  charges  relating  to  specific  medals. 

Fletcher  asked  for  a  number  of  other  similar  offences  to  be  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration.  Davies  was  ordered  to  pay  £750  towards  the  cost  of  his  trial  and  both 
were  ordered  to  pay  £500  each  by  way  of  compensation  to  a  particular  collector. 
Two  machines  were  ordered  to  be  confiscated. 

The  Crown  case  was  that  these  two  men  had  set  about  systematically  and 
fraudulently  impressing  the  rims  of  un-named  Crimea  War  medals  with  names 
identifiable  through  official  medal  rolls  and  other  reference  books,  such  as 
Honour  The  Light  Brigade  by  Canon  I.ummis. 

With  that  machine  and  that  type,  Fletcher  and  Davies  were  able  so  to  im¬ 
press  medals  as  to  make  them  appear  to  have  been  genuinely  officially  impressed 
during  the  late  1850’s  at  the  Royal  Mint.  Collectors  and  professional  medal 
specialists  were  deceived. 

The  characteristics  of  the  letters  on  the  rims  of  those  medals  were  of  two 
types,  I  and  II,  which  were  identified  from  the  bakelite  master  copies  which  had 
been  kept  by  the  manufacturers. 

The  enquiry  was  long  and  detailed.  It  would  have  been  a  difficult  one  for 
anybody  but  for  those  who  were  not  experts  it  was  especially  so  and  the 
O.M.R.S.  wishes  to  associate  itself  with  the  commendation,  given  at  the  end  of 
the  trial  by  Judge  Wickham,  to  the  Detective  Officers  concerned,  Det.  Insp. 
Webb,  Dct.-Sgt.  Malcolm  Smith  and  Det. -Const.  Ruddick. 

The  Society  has  very  detailed  photographs  of  the  various  types  used.  For 
obvious  reasons,  it  is  undesirable  to  publish  them.  Although  the  medals  dealt 
with  during  the  trial  were  Crimea  and  Baltic  medals,  it  is  known  that  a  small 
number  of  un-named  China  medals  were  falsely  impressed,  mainly  ones  to 
officers.  If  any  member  is  unhappy  about  the  genuineness  of  the  impressed 
naming  on  a  medal  (only  Crimea,  Baltic  and  china  1857  medals),  he  should 
contact  Mr.  J.  B.  Hayward  or  Mr.  A.  J.  Henderson,  using  registered  post  and 
enclosing  the  medal  and  similar  stamped  envelope  for  the  medal’s  return.
